Jailer Gets 60 Days and Men

WASHINGTON, Nov. i6.—Ninety- 
days’ imprisonment was imposed today 
upon ex-Sheriff Joseph F. Shipp of 
Chattanooga, Tenn., by the Supreme 
Court of the United States for contempt 
of court in failing to prevent the lynch- 
ing of a negro, Ed Johnson, convicted 
‘of assault, but whose execution had 
been ‘stayed by the Court. 

Luther Williams and Nick Nolan were 
also sentenced to imprisonment for: 90 
days for connection with the lynching, 
and Jeremiah Gibson, the jatier, Henry 
Padgett and William Mayers, all of 
Chattanooga, for 60 days. 

Second Case of Kind. 

This was the second time in the his- 

tory of the Supreme Court of the Unit- 


upon citizens, held guilty of disregard- 
ing its mandates. The previous occasion 
was in another generation. 

The case today ogiginated in the 
court’s decision in March, 1906, to con- 
sider the appeal of Johnson, from a 
verdict of the Tennessee courts holding 
him guilty and sentencing him to be 
hanged on a charge of assault. The 
night after the determination of the 
Supreme Court to review the proceed- 
ings was wired to Chattanooga, a mob 
stormed the jail, took the prisoner out, 


Commented on Interview. 

The Court, in finding Shipp guilty, 
‘Commented on a published interview al- 
 1eged to have been had ‘with Shipp. ‘‘The 
people of Hamilton County were willing 
to let the law tdke*its eourse until it 
became known that the case would not 
probably be dispesed of for four or five 
years by the Supreme Court of the 
United ‘States,’ it quoted Shipp as say- 
ing: But the people would not submit 
te this, and I do not wonder at it.’’ 
Chief Justice Fuller, in pronouncing 
Shipp guilty, said that this reference to 
“people’’ was significant, “for he was 
a candidate for re-election and had been 
told that his saving the prisoner from 
the first attempt to .mob him would 
cost him his place, and he had an- 
swered that he wished the mob had 
got him before he did.’ 


The Court held that Gibson must have 
believed a mob would attack the jail 
the night Johnson was lynched, but al- 
though he was in charge of the jail 
more than two hours before its arrival, 
he made no effort to summon assistance 
to repel the attack.

By blowing his own breath ‘into the 
lungs of Margaret Dwyer, 18 months 
old, Dr. Joseph Hardy of 7620: South 
Broadway restored the child’s respira- 
tion and brought her back to conscious- 
ness after it was believed she had 
choked to death. 

Margaret is the daughter of William 
and Catherine Dwyer of $420. Michigan 
avenue. She was playing in the kitchen 
Sunday night. While her mother’s back 
was turned the child took a pepper 
shaker from the table, unscrewed the 


top, removed it from the shaker and put 
it in her thouth. 

Picking up the child, Mrs. Dwyer ran 
to Herman Bros.’ drug store ,at 8600 
South Broadway. Emergency treatment 
was unavailing, and Dr. Hardy was 
summoned. When he arrived the baby’s 
face had turned blue and she apparent- 
ly Was near death. After trying unsuc- 
cessfuily to remove the obstruction with 
instruments, Dr. Hardy forced his 
thumb and forefinger down Margaret's 
throat and dislodged the cover. 

Respiration Cut Off. 

The child’s respiration had then been 
cut off so long that she did not revive 
when the obstruction was removed. 

The physician saw that the air in her 
lungs had been exhausted, and that she 
Was too weak to inhale a fresh supply. 
No pulse nor heart beat could be felt. 

Dr. Hardy placed a piece of antiseptic 
gauze over the child’s mouth. Then he 
put his mouth close to hers and-exhaled 
the air from his own lungs. After doing 
this for nearly five minutes there was

River Men’s Hard Life. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

While Mr. Taft is pledging his support in the cause 
of inland waterways transportation, it might be well 
ff the manner of workingmen on the river boats were 
investigated. 

The law compels railroads and other employers to 
respect the rights of its employes and yet the steam- 
ship companies on the Mississippi are allowed to treat 
their men in a way which would shame the savage 
slavery of the Congo. 

On a river boat the trip takes from three days to 
a week and during that time the men are given no 
time to rest or sleep as the time taken to run be- 
tween stations is used in the carrying of produce for 
the next station to the forward end of the, boat, The 
landing placet are steep banks,,up and down, which 
the men must carry from fifty to one hundred and 
fifty pounds, while the first or second mate are curs- 
ing them fn the most revolting language. 

Perhaps things would not be so horrible if decent 
food were served to the men, but that is also far 
from being the case. The men are fed in tin pilates, 
without knife, fork or spoon and the food is, the 
yery cheapest trash to be had. The tin plates are set 
tm a row on the floor, which is dirty and filthy, and 
then a negro dishes out the food and men can take 
or leave it, just as they like. 

There woul never be a white man found to go on 
the boats if the true condition of things were known. 
But once on, they must stay till they get back to St. 
Louis as the company will only pay at the end of 
the trip.
